was reading fifth grade books Last 
year, she got her M. A. degree 
from the University of Chicago, at 
the age of 17. 
Mrs. O ’Neil said there are three 
main reasons why a brilliant child 
is apt to have a lot of trouble in 
the ordinary school: 
I. “ He's bored. 
The challenge is 
so inadequate to his real ability 
that he won’t even do the 
work he is given.” 


2 Frustration of his “ instinctive 
need to grow” makes him tense 
and nervous. 
Unable to release his 
pent-up stea m in intellectual chan 
nets, he takes it out in classroom 
misconduct.
